The National Banks,
Fromihe N. Y. Trilrune,

To the EKditoy of Tne Tribune—8iri—=Ploase
show som» readers of your paper how Lo jaatily
the exisling arrsogoment botween the Govern-
ment and the banks, The Government takes
charge of thelr bonds, returns to them nearly
all thelr purohnse . money to do business with,
and pays them lotarest on thelr bonds, whioh
seems 10 be eguivaleut 10 paying It on the notes
lent threm Lo use,

To lend money and pay Interest upon it to
the borrower eannot bui be consldered a very
strange metbod of dolng buslness,

It appears reanonable ihat the Interest should
ceass on the hondse so beld by the Government,
wiile the banks are supplied with an amount
almost egual Lo the principnl as working capl-
tal; and the transaction beipng optional with the
bauks, no breasch of the national faith would be
involved If suoh agreemaent ware made,

Reply by the Tribune.’

1. The business of banks, in respeoct to thair
cironlating motes, consists io discounting,
1. ., in exohanging them for the notes of pri-
vate parties, running at from thirty days to
four months’ time. They can only afford to
do this by making a higher interest on the

capital they lend than they pay for it. City
banks and baukers can afford it b{ nsing
money deposited with them on which they

ay no interest. Interior and country bankers
Ks\m no such resource. Their deposits are
too emall, and hence their ability to dis-
count motes of private parties, by giving
their own ocash motes for private mnotes
rupning on time, depends on their ability
either to get double interest from those for
whom they discount notes or to get one rate
of interest from them and one upon the secu-
rities they deposit. Obviously, if all banks
were obliged to pay current rates of interest
to the Government on their capital, in order
to enjoy the privilege of lending at the same
rates on individual notes, the business of
banking would be wound up. Ouar corres-
pondent would have it that, before a banker
shounld have the privilege of loaning him §90
at the current rates of interest, he must firat
loan the Government §100 withont interest.
This, if it were possible, would be very profit-
able for the Government and the community,
but ueither our correspondent nor any other
man would do banking on those terms.

2. Bankers always have issued their notes
on the pledge of gecurities on whioh they drew
interest. Their capital being worth one rate
of inhm& by getting that on their securities
and an additional one on their discounts they
make one rate of interest net, i. o, over and
above what their oapital costa them, aud
herein liea the essential profit of banking,
withont which it cannot be done.

Under the old State bank gystem the banks
invested their whole capital in securities, de-
soaltad them as pledge for their ciroulation,

rew interest thereon, and loaned their cur-
renoy to their customers in disconnting notas,
on which they drew interest again. By draw-
ing two interests on capital which cost them
one, they made a net interest or profit. They
conld not have made a profit without it.

The question, therefore, resolves itself into
the simpler one—whether we shall have any
banks at all.

3. The Government has no power to stop
the interest from running on the bonds held
by the banks, any more than on those held
by private parties, The banks have bought
the bonds with capital which was their own.
The bonds are in no way under control of the
Government. The Government may repeal
the bapking law, or perhaps prohibit all
banking from being done; but these steps
would only make it more difficult to borrow
mouey, and hence inorsase the rates of in-
tereat.

4. The underlying question is, whether the
Government or the bauks onght to furnish the

ople with & ourrency. The objection to

aving the Government furnish the people
with a carrency is that the Government is not
& bank, cannot discount private notes, and
hence that its currency is mot flexible, and
does not expand with a demand for mouey,
and ocontract with a redundance of it, as a
plg)er currency onght to do.

+ The Government wounld save mnothing by
issning the currency itself instead of issuin
it, a8 now, through the banks. This is prov.
by the following facts. The National Banking
law limits the quantity of notes the banks can
issne to §300,000,000. Of this snm the law
requires them to keep 20 per cent, or $60,000,-
00U, a8 a reserve. Ty must also keep a re-
gerve equal to 20 per cent. of their deposits,
or $114,000,000 more. These deduotions leave
of the $300,000,000 only $125,000,000 of ciron-
lating notes on which the banks oan draw
interest. The interest on thia sum &t geven
per cent. wonld amount to 8,820,000, as the
total interest on the available eiroulation of
the banka.

To offset this, they pay into the National
Treasury in taxes one per cent. on their ciron-
lating notes, say $3,000,000 —one-half of one
per cent. on their depoaits, or §2,856,000, A
tax on their capital stock not invested in
Government bonds of §400,000, one-half of one

er cent. on net dividends and surplns, which
or the year 1866-7 amounted to §3,300,000,
and a license tax of #2 on every $1000 of
capital. Their capital being $424,000,000, this
license tax amounts to $848 000, The sums
above named, amounting to $10,403,000, are

aid into the National Treasury, beside about

8,000,000 of local and Btate taxes. Beside
what they pay in State and local taxes, there-
fore, the National Bauks pay to the Govern-
ment §1,663,000 more im taxes than the
interest on their circulating notes amounts to.
In other words, they pay one and a half wmil-
liong per apnum for the privilege of doing a
business which is indispensable to commerce
and indastry.

Are the Times Bad ?

legal-tender, and npomioally & dollar, though
worth less than geventy cents, has disturbed
all the values of the country, and the
brickmaker, who earns five dollars &
day, finds it harder work to feed and
clothe his family than he did when his wages
we:]s not quite so high-sounding, but more
" .

Oh, but, says one, bring us back to a speols
standard, and we will never be able to pay the

ublic debt. All that we are now paying of it

8 the interest, and that we pay in gold, That
amount will not be affected, then, by the reduc-
tion of the country to a specis basts, As it is,
we pay in greenbacks one dollar and forty cents
for every dollar appropriated to the interest,
and the working people are flesced with & de-
precigied paper currency. With an exhaustless
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soil, with norivalled minaral resourosd, with a
population unsurpassed in industrial energy
and inventive skill, with marvellons facl(lities
for communioation, and with an_annaal jmmi-
gration worth to the nation $300,000 000, we
ovght, under gkilful management, o made
the greenback equal to its face, But s party
which defends a Commissioner of Internal
Revenue who acknowledges his inoompetenoe,
and under whose guidanoe half the revenue
oannot be collected, is uniit to achiave so desi-
rable & consnmmation. In radical hands we
will look im vain for the re-establishment of
the national eredit, the husbanding o° the
national resources, and the restoration of that
fraternal feeling without which the Union ia a
phantom and a delosion, rather than the
grand memorial erected by onr fathera for the
admiration of mankind and the banefit of their
postarity.

General Blair’s Letfer and the Democratie
Platform.
From the N. ¥. Timea.

The World makes a feeble and futila at-
tempt to repudiate the letter whioh gave Frank
Blair the nomination of the Demooratic party,
and which really embodied the politioal sen-
timent and expressed the real wish and pur-
poses of that Earty more thoronghly than
anything else that was said or done in the
National Convention. The “‘personal honor'’
of both the candidates, says ths World, bindas
them to renounce whatever of their personal
views on any gubject is not in accordance with
the platferm.

“If there Is anything in General Blair's Brod-
hend letter inoonsistent with the piatform, he
renounced It In necepiiog the nomination, Just
a8 Mr. Seymour made a similar renuanoclation,
If there was anything Inconsistent witn the
platform in hls foancial speesh, The candl-
dates of a great politieal party stand In A repre-
seplative capaelty, Thetr honor, whioh forblds
them to aceept the nomination of the party
vnless they have previously agreed with it in
essentinls, binds them Lo slnk minor differ
ences,”

But there i3 nothing whatever in (emeral
Blair's letter in the slightest degree inconsist-
ent with the party “*platform.” On the con-
trary, it embodies in its letter and spirit the
full gentiment and political dootrine of the
platform. It only puts its principles into
plainer English. {t aays the same things, but
fays them more olearly and more directly;
and it provides practical means for oarrying
ﬂi}a principles of the platform into practical
effect.

The platform, for example, declares that the
Reconstruction acts of Congress are ‘‘usnrpa-
tione—unconstitutional, revolutiopary, and
void.””  This is the privciple of the party, de-
olared in the platform. Blair's letter is in full
eympathy with it—reaflirms it, in pointof fact
—and then proceeds to lay down the specifio
action by which theee nots are to be annunlled
and their resulta destroyed. The natural and
proper way to do this wonld ba by repesling
them, or getting them declared unconstitu-
tional by the SBupreme Conrt. Bu! General
Blair knows this to be impractioable. e
conoedes that they cannot be repealed be-
cauge the Senate cannot be oarried by the
Democrats, whatever may happen 1o the other
branch of Congress. He says, in 8o many
words, that the repeal of these aots will be
impossible, becansa the Senate will opposa it.
But he declares that they mnst not yield to
the Senate in this matter. The President,
in the first place, must compel the army to
‘‘digperse’’ the State Governmenta which have
been organized in the Southern States under
theee acts of Congress, and then the Fenate
must be ‘“‘compelled’’ to assent to the repeal
of the acts themselves. There i3 nothing in
this in the least inconsigtent with the Demo-
oratic platform. It is the proper complement
of that platform—the practical application of
its political doctrines—the necessary dedne-
tion from ita premires. VEven if the World's
doctrine, that all the previous history, action
and opinions of a candidate ceass to be of
any importance the moment he is nominated,
becanse from that moment he ceases to have
any individual character, and becomes solely
aud simply the representative of the party—
believing only what it believes, and pledged
only to what it says—were literally and
atrictly true, it would have no application
whatever to thia case. Buachanan, in aocept-
ing the nomination ' in 18350, took ocoasion to
#ay that he was no longer James Buchanan—
with political opinions, prinoiples and pur-

ses of his own—he was simply the em-

fment of the Cincionati platform. Gene-
ral Blair may go qunite as far as this, without
chauging his position, or impairing the force
of ?etter, or changing his personal prin-
ciples in the least. The letter and the plat-
form are thoroughly and perfectly in harmony
with each other.

Everyb dy, indeed, who watched the action
of the Convention, knows that it was the let-
ter of Blair whioh shaped and guided that
action, The letter not only gave him the
nomination, but it gave tone and character
to the whole Convention. It really decided
the charaoter of the plattorm. Until that let-
ter appeared and had been pressed upon the
attention of delegates, the drift of the Con-
vention was in favor of a progressive platform
which should acoept the resulta of the
war and go forward, rather than back-
ward, in the application of the prin-
ciples of demooratic freedom. The Rebel
element in the Convention seized upon that
letter to chevk that tendency and to turn the
current backwards, Its bold denunciation of
the acts of Cengress as ‘‘unconstitutionsl,
revolutionary and void"—and its open deoia-
ration of a purpose to resist, defeat, and over-
throw them, and to “*disperse’ the State Gov-
ernments organized under them by the use of
the army, sunited the temper of the Rebal and
Copperbead sentiment of the Convention ex-
actly. It was used first to render the nomina-
tion of Judge Chase impossible, and next 1o
Eut the Rebel stump ineflucsably on the party.

Vade Hampton, in speeches hs has made in
Eouth Carolina since the onvention, has de-
clered himsell the anthkor of the phrase in the
platform which characterizes the acts of Con-

gress a8 ‘‘revolutionary and vold,”’ and has |

accepted the letter of Blair as embodying the
true gentiment of the Demooratic party—the
only gentiment which makes the position and
action of that party aoceptable and welcoms
to the ex-Rebels of the Southern States.

Indeed, the tone and language of the whole
Democratio press, North and Bouth, and more
especially in the Sonthern States, where the
Domocratic party places its sole hops of suo-
cess in the coming eleotion, leaves no room for
doubt on this point. In every Southera Da-
mooratio organ the Blair letter is regarded and
treated as the real exponent of Demooratic
dootrine, It the key-no's of the canvass.
Everywhere Blair and pot S8eymonr is the pro-
minent and important figure in the conteat. A
Democratic victory would be his victory. Sey-
mour, if elected, wonld be the mere agent and
tool of (he men and the sentiments that oon-
trolled the Convention. He would inevitably
do their bidding—as he always has done the
bidding of stronger and bolder men than him-
gelf, in the public positions he has held
hitherto. He did the work of the Rebals while
the Rebellion lasted —and he wonld renew his
efforts, as they are renawing theirs, if he were
elected now. The World cannot repndiate
their sentiments, as embodied in the platform
and the letter of Blalr, any more than it can
dispense with their help in the pending
CALVASE,

Turbulence In the Political Campaign.

At the opening of the campaign it looked as
though things were going to be very flat and

stopid. It was hardly antioipated that the
gay scenes of 1840 woald be repeated. The
campaign songs of to-day prove to ba poor

and wishy-washy ocompared with those which
the inspiration of hard oider and the namea of
*‘Tippecanoe and Tyler too” had producad.
Bat within the last week our aluutmnearrng
movements have assnmed a liveller tone, an
a somewhat belligerent one. In various olties
0! the North processions of politicians, intent
upon glorifying their favorite osndidates, have
been attacked by showers of brickbats and
stones, levelled at them by their opponents.
Buch things have ooonrred in Troy, I'niladel.
phia, and New London within a few days to
prooessions of radical patriots, which fa all
wrong; for although such arguments as bounld-
ers and brickbats convey may be forolble, they
are not logical, and do most harm to the party
using them. Can it be that the Demoorata are
ﬂauing g0 desperate in the anticipation of

efeat that they resort to turbnlence and
brickbats on the ocession of Republican
demonatrations ¥ We hardly thiok so. Tue
must have sagacity enough to know that auuﬂ
messures will avall but litle in a ocontest
where the free exercige of opinfon, intelligenos,
and the right of franchise are the controlling
influences which will deoide the elsotion. At
the same time it is not to be wondered at that
disturbances of this kind shonld ba indalged
in by the unthinking orowd when the leading
partlean mewspapers on both sides—some
claiming to be highly respactable, philosophi-
cal, and moral, and others olaiming their
title to indecency in langnage that fully esta-
blishes their claim—set examples of violence
aud bad feeling such as have mever before
been witnessed in a political campaign, We
suspect, therefore, that bad example and bad
whisky combined have had a good deal to do
with the late political ebullitivns on the part
o: lmrbnhunt. folks in some of the Northern
cities.

“Reconstrunetion” In Georgia.
Fromthe N. ¥, World.

The Republicans are, with ™ good reason,
confonnded and chagrined at the result of their
go-called “‘reconstruotion' in (eorgia. Georgia
ig, in all respeocts, the most fmportaut of the
States which have passed from under the
military yoke, Virginia being onae of the three
which have not been ‘‘reconstructed.” Gaorgia
is the Empire Bta‘e of the Soath, destined to
Lold the same relation to Southern commerve
that New York does to thatof the whole oonntry,
Her size, fertility, resources, rivers, railroads,
harbors, position, enterprize, intelligence,
and population place her in the first rank of
States, Her exampls cannot fail to exert a
potential ipfluence in all the States said to
have been “‘recoustructed.”” What has been
done in one may bedone in all. The perfected
“reconstruction,'’ about which there is a
vanuting, grandiose declaration in the Chi-
cago platform, is an abortion in three of the
States, and is not likely to live long enongh
to cry in the other seven, [t has collapsed in
Georgia while the Republicau party s still in
power, thus demonswatiog its ioherent
weakness, aud the suparlative foily of its
maligonant, fanatical authors Its utter failures
iah lugnbriously coufessed by the Zribune,
thus:—

*The leiter of our able correspondent at
Atlania gives u sturtilng view of e progreas of
lhe Beymour and Dlalr revolation which Lhas
been imaugurated in the Gaorgla Leglslatorve,
All the colored members of Jolh Seudie and
House bave now been exvelled, the defested
Rebel Democratie cundldates sented in toelr
pluces, and the overwbelming Democratio
mujority in the Legisistare belug thus snnbied
tosnap thelr Augers al the Governor's probests
and velors, the Stnle s victunlly 1o ibe bhaods
of Toombs, Cobb, nnd Benp, I 111"

And this, we are told, marks ““the rrogress
of the Beymour and Blair revolution.” Ag-
cording to the past tenor of Republioan elec-
tioneering, the ‘‘revolution’ was to take place
after the election of Beymour and Blair, and
by a very different methed. That portentous
son of terror, the redoubtable Geueral Blair,
was to disperse the carpet-bag legislatures at
the point of the bayonmet. We half suspsot
that the futare Vice-President will relent and
think twice before he disperses the Legisla-
ture of Georgia, especially as he will be an
officer without power, having no other funo-
tion than that of puttiog questions for the Re-
publican BSenate to vote upon. Bat if he
should decide to send the Georgia Legislature
packing, we dare say the Zribune would ba
glad to have him do it, withont even waiting
until he is inaugurated as Vice-rresident.
“‘The Seymour and Blair revolution'” is a
foolish phrase that cannot conceal the weak-
ness and nuwisdom of a rickety system which
tumbles into ruing of itsslf the moment its
blundering architects take away the scaffold-
ing.
